Frer the loſſe of Canize, the Turkes with twentie thouſand beſic- 
ged the ſtrong Towne of Olwmpagh ſo ſtraightly, as they were 
cut offfrom all inte!ligence and hope ef ſuccour ; till 7ohn Smith, 
this Engliſh Gentleman, acquainted Baron Kiel, Geaerallof the Arch« 
dukes Artillery, he had taught the Governour, his worthy iricnd,ſuch a 
Rule, that he would undertake to wake him know any thing he inten- 
dcd, and have hisanſwer,would they bring him but to ſome place where 
he might maketheflaihe of a Torch ſecnets the Towne ; Kiſell inflamed 
with this ſtrange invention Smith made it fo plaine, that forthwith hee 
gave him guides, who in the darke night brought him to a mountaine, 
where he thewed three Torches equidiſtant from other, which plainly 
appcaring to the Towne, the Governour preſently apprehended, and 
an{weredagaine with three other fires in like manner; cach tnowirg the 
others being andintent ; Smith, though diſtant ſeven miles, ſignified to 


him theſe words: On Thurſd ay atnight I WAY charge on the Eaſt, at the

T worthy Lord Roſworme had nota worſe journey ro the miſc= 


rable Scige of Cawiza, (where by the extremuttc of an extraord:- 

nary continuing teepeſt of haile, wind, froſt and fnow, in fo 
much that the Chritians were forced to leave their Tents and Artillery, 
and what they had; it being ſo cold that three or foure hundred of them 
were frozen to death in a night, and two or three thouland loſt in that 
miſerable fl:ght in rhe ſnowie tempeſt, though they d1.lknow no encmic 
at all ro follow them: than the noble Earle of Melaritch had to Tranjil- 
vaniz, where hearing of the death of Michael and the brave Duke Mer- 
cry, and knowing the policic of Byſca, and the Prince his Roialcie,being 
now beyond all beleefe of men, in poſſeſſion of the beſt part of Tran/il- 
wania, perſwaded his troopes, in ſo honeſt a cauſe, to aſliſt the Prince 
againſt the Torke, rather t1,an Bſca againſt the Prince, 

The ſouldiers being worne out with thoſe hard payes and travells, 
upon hope to have free libertie ro make bootie upon what they could 
get poſſeſſion of from the Turkes, was caſily perſwaded to follow him 
whitherſoever, Now this noble Earle was a Tranfilvanian borne, and 
his fathers Countrey yet inhabited by the Turkes; for Tranſilvenia was 
yer in three diviſions,though the Prince had rhe hearts both of Country 
and people; yetthe Frontiers had a Garriſon amongſt theunpaſſable 
mountaines, ſome for the Emperour, ſoine for the Prince, and ſome for 
the Twrke : to regaine which ſmall eſtate, hee deſired leave of the Prince 
to crie his fortunes, and to make uſe of that experience,the time of twen- 
tic yeares had taught him inthe Emperours ſervice, promiſing to ſpend 
ric ict ofhis dayes for his countries defence in his Excellencies ſervice. 
The Piince glad of ſo brave a Commander, and {o many expert and an- 
cient fouldiers, made him Campe-maſter of his Armie, gave him all ne-= 
ceſlury relcefe for his troopes and what freedome they defired to plun- 
der the Turkes, 

The Earle having made many incurſions into the Land of Zarkam a- 
mong thoſe rackie mountains, where were ſoine Turks, ſome Tartars,but 
moſt Ban4itroes, Rennegazors, and fuch like, which ſometimes hee forced 
into the Plaines of Regal, where is a Citic not only of men and fortifica- 
tions, ſtrong of it ſe]te, bur ſo cnvironed with mountaines, that made 
the paſI1ges fo diftculr, that in all theſe warres no attempt had beene 
made upon icto 3vy purpoſe : Having farisfied himfelfe with the Sirua- 
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tion,and the moſt convenient paſſages to bring his Armie unto it: Tie 
carth no ſooner put on her greene habir, than tie Earle overtpread tr 
with tis armcd troopes, To peſſoſlc himſclfe ficit of tie moi convenient 
paſſiee, which was a narrow valicy betw'xt two high nioun:tincs ; he 
{cnt Colonell Yelrres with his Regiment, diſperted in compani.s t:; Iye in 
 Ambuſcado, as he had direQed them, and inthe morning to Gd; tuc 531 the 
cattell they could finde before a Fort in that paſſ..ge, whom h« ſu; polecd 
wou'd ſally, ſzeing but ſome ſmall partie, torecover their prey ;' which 
tooke ſuch good ſucceſle, that the Garriſon was cut off by the Ambeſca- 
do, .ind Yeltws ſeized on the Skonces, which was abandoned, Melaritch 
glid of fo fortunate a beginning, it was {1x dayes cre he could with fix 
thouſand Pioners make paſſage for his Ordnance : The Twrkes having 
ſuch warning, ſtrengthned che Towne ſowith men and prov {ion, that 
they made a ſcorne of ſo ſmall anumber as Melaritch brought with kim 
before the Citie, which was but eight thouſand, B-ftore they had pitched 
their Tents, the Twrkes (allied in ſuch abundance, as for an houre tlicy 
had rathera bloudy batrell chana skirmiſh, but with the 1ofT: of necre 
Ma beer fifrcenc hundred on both fides, The Twrkes were chaſed till the Cities 
Regal, © Ordnance cauſed the Earle toretire, The next day Zachel Moyſes,Gene- | 
rall of the Armie, pitched alſo his tents with nine thouſind foor and 
horſe,and fix and twenty pecces of Ordnance; but in regard of che fitua- | 
tion of this ſtrorg Fortreſle, they d:d neither feare them nor hure them, 
being vpon the poiat of a faire promontory, environed on the one ſide 
within halfe a mile with an un-uſefull mountaine, and on the other fide

: That todelight the Ladies, who did long to ſce ſome court-like pa- 
2p time, the Lord Twrba/haw did defie any Capraine, that had the com- 
mand of a Company, who durſt combate with him for his head : The 
matter being diſcuſſed, it was accepted, but fo many queſtions grew tor 
the undertaking, it was decided by lots, which tell upon Captaine Smith, 
before ſpoken of. | 
inrecjuigle Truce being made for that time, the Rimpiers all beſet with faire 
Combares. Dames, and men in Armes, the Chriſtians in Battalio, Turbaſhaw with a 
. noiſe of Howboyesentred the helds well mounted and armed ; on his 
ſhoulders were fixeda paire of great wings, compactcd of Eagics fca- 
thers within a ridge of filver, richly garniſhed wich gold and precious | 
ſtones, a 1anizary before him, bearing his Lance, on each fide another 
leading his horſe ; where long hee ſtayed nor, ere Smith with anoiſe of 
Trumpets, only a Page bearing his Lance,paſſing by him with a courte- 
ous ſalute, rooke his ground with ſuch good ſucceſſe, that ar the ſound 
of the charge, he pafled the Turke thorow the ſight of his Beaver, face, 


head and all, that he fell dead to the ground, where al'ghting and unbra«

cing his Helmet, cur off his head, and the Tarkes tooke his body ; and fo 
rcturned without any hurtatall, The head hee preſented to the Lord 
Moſes, the Generall, who kindly accepted it, and with joy to the whole 
artuic he was g-nerally weicomed, | | 

The dcath of this Captaine fo ſwelled in che heart of one Greales, his 
vowed friend, as rather inraged with madnefle than choller, he direed 
a particular challenge to the Conquerour,to regaine his friends head,or 
lofc his owne, with his horſe and Armour for advantage, which accor- 
ding to his defire,was the next day undertaken:as before upon the ſound 
ofthe Trumpets, their Lances flew in peeces upon a cleare paſſage, bur 
re Tarke was neere unhorſed, Their Piftolls was the next, which mar- 
kd Smith upon the placard; but the next {hot the Twrke was ſo woun- 
ed in the lcft arme, that being not able co rule his horſe, and defend 
hi:nſclte, hc was throwne to the ground, and ſo bruiſed with the fall, chat 
he loſt his head, as his friend before him ; with his horſe and Armour ; 
but his body and his rich apparell was ſent backeto the Towne, 

Every day the Twrkes made ſome fallics, bur few skirmiſhes would 
they endure to any purpoſe, Our workes and approaches being not yer 
advanced to that height and effte which was of necefſitie tobe perfor- 
med; todelude time, Smith with ſo many incontraditible perſwading 
reaſons, obtained leave thatthe Ladies might know he was not ſo much 
enamoured of their ſervants heads, but ifany Twrke of their ranke would 
come to the place of combate to redeeme them,ſhouldhave his alſo up» 
on the lize conditions, if he could winne ir, : 

The challenge preſently was accepted by Bonny Alwlgro. Thenext 
day both the Champions cntring the ficld as before, each diſcharging 
their Piſto!l, having no Lances, bueſuch martiall weapons as the defen- 
dant appointed,no hurt was done ; their Battle-axes was thenexr,whoſe 
piercing bils made ſometime the one, ſometime the other to have ſcarce 
ſenſe to keepe their ſaddles, ſpecially the Chreftian received ſuch a blow 
that he loſt his Battle-axe, and failed not much to have fallen after ir, 
whcrat the ſuppoſing conquering Twrk,had a great ſhout from the Ram- 
piers, The Turk oroſccur:d his advantage to the uttermoſt of his power; 
yet the other,what by the readineſle of his horſe, and his judgement and 
dexterity in ſuch a bufin«fle, beyond all mens expeation, by Gods af- 
fiance, not onely avoided the Twrkes violence, but having drawne his 
Fau!:hion, pierced the Tarke ſounder the Culets thorow backe and bo» 
dy, that although he alighted from his horſe, he ſtoed notlong ere hee

His good ſucceſſe gave ſuch great encouragement to the w:o!c 
. Armae, that with a guard of fix thouſand, three ſpare horſes, bc- 
| fore cacha Turkes head upona Lance, he was conducted to the 
| Generalls Pavillion with his Preſents. Meyſes received both him and 
them with as much reſpect as the occaſion deſerved, embracing, him in 
his armes, gave him 3 faire Horſerichly furniſhed, a Scmiterc and belt 
worth three hundred ducats; and Melaritch madc him Sc rgeant major 
of his Regiment. But now to the ſiege, having mounted fix and rwenty 
peeces of Ordnance fifty or ſixty foot above the Plaine, made them fo 
lanly tell his meaning, that within fifteene dayes ewo breaches were 
made, which the Tarkes as valiantly defended as men could; that day 
was madea darkſome night, bur by the light chat proceeded from the 
murdering "-00-paylom jd peace-making Canon, whileſt their flothfull 
Governour lay in a Caſtle on the top of a high mountaine, and like a 
valiant Prince asketh whar's the matter, when horrour and death ſtood 
amazcd each at other, toſce who ſhould prevaile to make him victori- 
ous: Xoyſes commanding a generall aſſaulrupon the ſloping front of the 
#+;allaflanlcs Þigh Promontory, where the Barons of Budengorfe and Oberwin loſt 
and taken, necre halfe their Regiments, by logs,bags of powder,and ſuch like,tum- 
bling downe the hill, they were to mountere they could come to the 
breach; ; notwithſtanding with an incredible courage they advanced to 
the puſh of the Pike with the defendits, that with the like courage repul- 
{cd, till the Earle Meldritch, Becklefield and Zarvans, with their freſhRegi- 
ments ſeconded them with that fury, that the Tarks retired and !]cd into 
the Caſtle, from whence by a flag of truce they defired compotition, The 
Earle remembring his fathers death, battered it with all the Ordnance in 
the Towne, and the next day tooke it;all he found could beare Armes he 
put to the ſword ,and ſerrthcir heads upon ſtakes round about the walles, 
in the ſame manner they had uſed the Chyiſtraws, when they rovke it, 
AMoyſes having repaired the Rampiers, and throwne doivne the worke in 
his Campezhe pur in it a ſtrong Garriſon,though the pillage he had got-

Now after the death of CMichael, Vavoyd of Walacine, the Tarke (ent 
oneleremie to be their Yavoyd or Prince;whole inſulting tyranny cauſed 
the people to take Armes againſt him, fo that he was forced to tlic into 
the confines of Moldavia z and Buſce in the behalfe of the Emperour, 
proclaimed the Loid Rogoll in his ſtead, But Jeremy having aſſembled 
an Army of forty thouſand Tarks,Tartars, and Moldavians,retuined into 
tFallachia, Rodollnot yet ablc to raiſe ſucha power, fled into Trawfilvania 
to Buſca,his ancient fricndz who conſidering well of the matter, and how 
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Sigiſmundus yee!-

good it would be forhis owne ſecurity to have Wallachia ſubjzR to the - 


Empcrour, orat leaſt ſuch an employment for the remainders ofthe old 
Regiments of Sig;/mandus, ( of whoſe greatneſſc and true affeion hee 
was very ſuſpitious,) ſent them with Redol to recover Wallachia, condu- 
(ted by the valiant Captaines, the Earle Meldritch, Earle Yelew, Earle 
Nederfelt, Earle Zarwana, the Lord Bechlefield, the Lord Badenaorfe, 
with their R2giments, and divers others of great ranke and quality, the 
vreatelt friends and alliances the Prince had; who with thirty thouſand, 
inacchcd along by the river Altus, to the ſtreights of Rebrinke, where 
they entred Wallachis, encampiog at Raze3 Jeremie lying at Argiſh,drew 
bis Army into his old campe; in the plaines of Feteske, and with his beſt 
dilizence fortifid it, intending to defend himlelte till more power came 
to him from the CrymeTariar « Many ſmall partics that came to his 
campCc, Rodell cut off; and in thenights would cauſe their heads to be 
t'1:9wwne vp and downe before the trenches, Seven of their Porters were 
taken, whom Jeremte commanded t9 be flayed quicke, and afrer hung 
their skinncs ypon poles, and their carkafſes an4 heads on ſtakes by

R &%® not knowing how to draw the enemie to batrell, raiſed his 


Armic, burning and ſpoyling all whcie he came, and returned 
againe towards Rebriwke in the night, as if he had fled vpon the. 
generall rumour of the Crym-Tartars comming, which ſ- inflamed the 
Trrkes of a happy victory, they vrged /eremy againſt his will to follow 
them, Rodoll ſeerng his plotfeil out as ke defired, ſo ordered the matter, 
that raving regained the ſtreights, he put his Army im ordcr, that 1/4d 
becne necre two dayes purſued, with continuall skirmnſhes in bis 
Reare, which now making head againſt the enemie, that followed with 
their whole Armie in the beſt manner they cou'd, was furiouſly charged 
with ſix thouſand Hydukes, Wallachians,and Meldrvians, led by tlirce Co- 
lonells, Overſall, Dubras, and Calab, to entertaine the time nll tlc reſt 
caine up; Feltws and Nederſpolt with their Regiments, entert.1in-d them 
with the like courage, till che Zanzacke Hamesbes, with fix thouſand 
more, came witha freſh charge, which Melaritch aud Budendorfe, rather 
like cnraged lions, than men, ſo bravely encountred, as if in them 
only had conſiſted the victory z Melaritchs horſes being flaine vnder 
him, the Twrkspreſſcd what they could to have taken him priſoner, bur 
being remounted, it was thought with his owne hand he ſlew the yali- 
ant Zanzacke, whereupon his troopes retyring, the two proud Baſhawes, 
Aladin,and Zizimmuz,brought up thefront of the body of their bartell, 
Veltws and Neaerſpolt having breathed, and joyning their troopes with 
Becklefield and Zarwvans, with ſuch an incredible courage charged the 
letc flancke of Zigimmweas put themallin diſorder, where Zizimmme« the 
Eaſhaw was taken priſoner, burdicd preſently upon his wounds, eremie 
ſecing now the maine batrell of Rodell advance, being thus conſtrained, 
like a valiant Prince in his front of theVantgard,by his example ſobrauic- 
ly cncouraged his ſfouldiers, that Rodell found no great aſſurance of the 
victorie, Thus being j>yned in this bloudy maſſacre, that rhero was 
ſcarce ground to ſtand upon, butupon thedead carkafſes, which in lefſe 
than an hower were ſs mingled, as if each Regiment had ſingled our 
other, The admired Aladiw that day did leave behinde him a glorious 
name for his valour, whoſe death many of his enemics did lament after 
the victory, which at that inſtant fel] to Redoll, Ir was reported Jeremie 
was alſo {laine, bur it was not fo, but fled with the remainder of his Ar- 
mic to Moldavia, leaving five and twenty thouſand dead in the ficld, of 
both Armies, And thus Redell was ſeated againe in his Soucraignty, 
and Wallachis became fubj<e& ro the Emperour, | 
But long hereſted not to ſettle his new eſtate, but there came newes, 
that certaine Regiments of firagling Tartars,were forraging thoſe parts - 
towards Moldavia. Meldritch with thirteene thouſand men was ſent 
againſt them, bur when they heard it was the Cr5m-Tartar and his two 


ſonnes, 


ſcznnes, with an Armie of thirty thouſand ; and /eremue, that had clcapes 
with fourteen? or fitceene thouſand, lay in ambuth tor them about Lan- 
£4naw, he retired rowards Rottenton, a (trong gariifon for Regell ;, but 
they were {o invironed with theſe helliſh numbers, they could make nv 

reat haſte for skirmiſhing with their ſcouts, forragers, and limall par- 
cies that ſtill encountred chem, But one night amongſt the reſt, having 
made a paſſage trough a wood, with an incredible expedition, curring 
trees thwart cach other ro hinder their paſſage, ina thick: fogge carly m 
the morning, unexpectedly they met two thouſand loaded with pilloge, 
and two or three hundred horfe and cartel] ; the molt of chem were 
flaine and raken priſoners,who told them where Jerere lay in the pat- 
tige,cxpcting the Crym-Tartar that was not farre from him, AMeldritch 
1rending to» make his paſſage perforce, was adviſeq of a pretty ſtrata- 
gem bythe Engliſh Serb, which preſently he thus accompliſhed ; for 
taving accommodated two or three hundred truncks with wilde hre, 
vpon ths heads of lances, and charging the enemiein the night, gave 
fire ro the truncks, which blazed forth ſuch flames and ſparkles, thac it 
{-zamazcd not onely their horſes, but their foor alſo; that by the meanes 
of this fl [ming encounter, their owne horſes turned tailes with ſuch fu- 
ry ,as by their violence overthrew Jeremy & his Army, without any loſle 
at all ro ſpeake of ro Aeldritch. Bur of this victory long they triumphed 
not; for being withm three leagues of Ketremion, the Tartar with neere 
forty thouſand ſo beſet them, that they muft either fight, orbe cur in 
pecces flying. Here Buſce and the Emperour had their deſire ; for the 
Sunne no ſooner diſplayed his beames, than the Tarrar his colours ; 
where at midday he ſtayed a while, to ſce the paſſage ofa tyrannicall and 
treacherous impoſture, till the earth did bluſh with the bloud of hone. 
ſty, that the Sunne for ſhame did hide himſclfe, from ſo monſtrous 
ſight ofa cowardly calamity, It was a moſt brave fightto fee the ban- 
ners and eofignes ſtreaming inthe aire, the glittering of Armour, the 
vari:ty of colours, the motion of plumes, the forreſts of Jances, and the 
ric k1efſe of ſhorter weapons, till the ſilent expedition of the bloudy 
blaſt from the murdering Ordnance,whoſe roaring voice is not ſo ſoone 
heard, as fe]t by the aymed at obj:&, which made among them a moſt

digged many ſma!l holes, Amongtt thole ſtak-s was ranged his fo: 
men, that upon the charge was toretire, as there was occaſion, Thc 
Tartar having ordcred his 40900. for his beſt advantage,appoincd 2; - 
ſfapha Bafſhaw to beginne the battell,with a generallſhour, all their E::- 
fgnes diſplaying, Drummes beating, Trumpets and Howtoyes fou::- 
ding, Neder/bolt and Mavaz? with tneir Regiments of horſe moſt vali- 
antly cncountred, ai.d torced them to retire ; the Tartar Beeoler with his 
Squadrons,darkening the skics with their flights of numberlcs arrowes, 
who was as bravely cncountred by PYeltws and Oberwtn, which bloudic 
ſlaughter continued more than an houre, til] the marchlcſic mulenude 
of the Tartars fo increaſcd, that they retired within their Squadrons of 
Fakes, as was directed, The bloudy Tarter,as ſcorning he ſhould ſt :y ſo 
long for the viftoric, with his maſſe troopes proſecuted the charge : 
but it was a wonder to ſee how horte and man came ro rhe ground a- | 
mong the, ſtakes, whoſe diſordered troopes were there fo mangled, that 
the ChriZians with aloud ſhout cryed Yidoria; and with five or fix ficld 
peeccs,planted vypon therifing of the mountaine, d:d much hurt to the 
cnemy that {t:1] continued the battcll with that furie, that Meldritch lece- 
ing there wasno poſſibilitic long to preuaile, ioyned his ſmall croopes 
in once body,refolued directly to make his paſſage or dic in the concluſi- 
on;and thus in groſle gaue a generall charge,and formore than halfe an 
houre made his way plaine before him,till the maine battcl of the Crym- 
Tertar with two Regiments of Tarkes and 1anizaries ſo overmatched 
them, that they were overthrowen, The night approaching, the Earle 
with ſome thirteenc or foureteene hundred horſe, fwamme the River, 
ſome were drowned, all the reſt ſ[:ine or taken priſoners: And thus in 
this bloudy field, neere 39000. lay, ſome headleſle, armeleſſe and legs 
lefſe, all cut and mangled; where breathing their laſt, they gauc this 
Lnowledge to the world, that for the liues of fo few, the Crym-Tartar ne- 
uer paid dearer, But now the Countreyes of Tran/ilvania and Wallachia, 
(lubj:Aed to the Emperom) and S12i/mundr that brave Prince his Sub- 
1: and Penſjoner, the moR of his Nobilitie,brave Captaines and Soul- 
dicrs, became a prey to the cruell devouring Twrke: where had the Em- 
pcror bcen as ready to have aſſiſted him,and thoſe three Arniics led by 
three ſuch worthy Captaines, as Michael, Buſca, and Himſeltc, and had 
thoſe three Armies j»yned together 2gainſt the Tarke,let all men judge, 
how happie it might have beene for all Chriſtendome : and have either 
regained Bulgaria, Or at leaſt have beat him out of Hungaria, where hee 
hath raken-much more from the Emperour, than hath the Emperour 
from Tranfulvants. 

In this diſmall battell, where Neder/ſpolt, Veltus,Zarvana, Mavane,Ba- 
©, and many other Earles, Barons, Colonels, Captaines, brave Gen- 
tlemen, and Souldiers were {laine, Give mee leave to remember the 
names of our owne Country-men with him in thoſe exploits, that as re- 
ſolutcly as the beſt in the defence of Chriſt and his Goſpell, ended their

wals, where was quartercd their Armes, when they firſt ſubje&ed thoſe 
Countreyes, which only live to labour for thoſe ryrannicall Tarkes, 

To her unkinde brother, this k:nde Ladie writ ſo much for his good 


uſage, that hee balfe ſuſpeed, as much as ſhe intended ; for theEtold 


him, he ſhould there bur ſojourne to learne the language, and what it 
was to bea Terke, till timemade her Maſter of her ſelfe, Bur the Tymer 
her brother;divertcd all this ro the worſt of cruelrtie, tor within an hours 
after his arrivall, he cauſed his Dr#b-mas to ſtrip himnaked, and ſhave 
his head and beard fo barc as his hand,a great ring of iron, witha long 
talke bowed like a (ickle, rivetted about his necke, and a coar made of 
VIgries haire, guarded about with a peece of an undreſt s&inne. There 
were many more Chriſtian ſlaves, and neere-an hundred Forſades of 
Turkes and Moores, and he being thelaſt, was ſlave of ſlaves to them all,

made of this Cava, which is a kinde of blacke wheir, and Cackes a lmall 
white ſcce like Arrhlya in Bikay : but our common v:uall, the entrailcs 
of Horie and Vigries; of this cut in ſmall peeces, racy will fill a great 
Cauldron, an being boiled wich Cxskas, and pur in great bowles in the 
forme of chaffing.dithes, they fic round about it on the ground, ater 
they hauc raked itthorow ſo ofc as they pleaſe with their toule fiſts, ric 
remainder was for the Chriſtian flaves. Some of this broth they would 
remper with Cwkus pounded, and putting the fire off trom the hearth, 
powre theica bowle full,then cover it wick co les till it be baked, which 
ſtzwed with the remainder of the broth, and ſoine ſmall pecces of fleſh, 
- was an extraordinaric daintie, | 

The better ſort are attired like Tarkes, but the plaine Tartar hath a 
blacke ſh:epe skinne over his þacke, and two of the legs tied abour his 
necke; the Other ewa,about his middle, with another over his belly, and 
the legs tied in the like manner behindehim : then two more made like 
a paire of baſes, ſerveth him for breeches ; with a little cloſe cap to his 
Skull of blacke felt, ar:d they uſe exceeding much of this felt, for car- 
pets, for bedding, for Coats, and Idols. Their houſes are much worſe 
than your 1riſh, but the In-land Countreyes have none but Carts and 
Tears, which they ever removefrom Countrey to Countrey,as they ſce 
occaſion, driving with them infinite croopes of blacke ſhcepe, Cartell 
and VIgries, cating all vp before them, as they goe, 

For the Tartays of Nags, they have neither Towne, norhouſlc, corne, 
nor drinke z but fleſh and milke. The milke they keepe in great skinnes 
like Burrachs's, which though it be never ſo ſower, it agreeth well with 
ehcir ſtrong ſtomackes, They live all in Hordias, as doth the Crim-Tar- 
ears, three or foure hundred in a company, in great Carts fifteene or ſix- 
teene foot broad, which is covered with ſmall rods, wattled together in 
the forme of a birds neſt turned vpwards, and with the aſhes of bones 
tempered with oile, Camels haire, and a clay they have: they lome 
them ſo well,tharno weather will pierce them,and yet verielight, Each 
Hordia hath a Murſe,whiclh they obey as their King. Their Gods are in- 
finite, One or two thouſand of thoſe glittering white Carts drawen 
with Came's, Decre, Buls, and V!gries, they bring round in a ring, 
Where they pitch their Campe z and the Awr/e,with his chiefealliances, 
are placed in the mid{t, They doe much hurt when they can get any 
Strozgs, which are great boats uſed upon the river Yolga,(which = call 
Edle) to them that dwell in the Countrey of Peroleg, and would doc 
much more, were itnotfer the Muſcovites Garriſons thatthere inhabir,

ofthe Cryw-1 ar- Ni: and ſpacious, few or none could ever perf ly deſcribe it, 
22: ngly nor all thc ſeverall kinds of thoſe molt barbarous people that 
inhabit it, Thoſe we call the Crym-Tartars, border unonA/oldawis, Podolia, 

Litwanis, and Refi4s, are much more regular than the interior parts of _ 
Scythia. T tit; great Tartarian Prince, that hath fo troubled all his ne1gh- 
bours, they alwaycs call Chan, which ſtgrificth Emperour ; but we, the 
CrymeTartar. He liveth for moſt part in the beſt champion plaines of 
many Provinces; and his removing Court islike a great Cric of houſcs 
and rents, drawne on Carts,all ſo orderly placcd Eaſt and Wcſt,on the 
right and lefrhand of the Prince his houſe, which is alwayes in the midſt 
towards the South, before which none may pitch their houſes, cvcr y 
wn foutesand ONc knowing their order and quarter, 2s in an Armic, The Princ.s 
cats, honſes are very artificially wrought, both the foundation, ſides, and 
roofc of wickers, aſcending round to the top like a Dove-cuarzthis they 
cover with whitc fclt, or white carth tempercd with the powder of 
| bones, that it may ſhine the whiter z ſometimes with blacke fe't, curi- 
ouſly painted with vines, trees, birds, and beaſts ; the breadth of the 
Cartsare cighteene or twenty foor, but the houſe ſtretcheth fuurc or five 
foot over cach ſide, and is drawne with ten or twelve, or formore ſtate, 
twenty Camels and Oxen, They have alſo great baskets, made of ſmal- 
ler wickers like great cheſts, witha covering of the ſame, all covered 
over with blacke felt, rubbed over with allow and ſheeps milke, ro 
keepe out the raine ; prettily bedecked with painting or feathers ; in 
thoſe they pur their houſhold ſtuffe and treaſure, drawne upon other 
carts for that purpoſe, When they take downe their houſes, they ſer 
the doore alwaycs towards the South, and their carts thirtie or fortic 
foot diſtanton cach ſide, Eaſt and Weſt, as if they were two walls : the 
women alſo have moſt curious carts; every one of his wives hath a great 
one for herſelfe, and ſo many other tor her attendants, that they ſeeme 
as many Courts, as he hath wives, One great Tartay or Nobleman, will 
havefor his particular, morc than an hundred of thoſe houſes and carts, 
for his ſeverall ofhices and uſes, bur ſet fo farrefrom each other, they 
© will ſcemelikea greatvillage. Having taken their houſes from the carts, 
| tro ph they place the Maſter alwaycs towards the North ; oycr whoſe head is

2 taffity," or robes of tiſſue, "Theſe Tartars poſlefle many large and 
goodly plaincs, wherein feed innumerable herds of horſe and catrell, as 
well wilde as rame 3 which arc Elkes, Bifoncs, Horles, Deere, Sheepe, 

Goatcs,Swine, Bcarcs, anddivers others, 

ln thoſe countries are the ruines of many faire Monaſteries, Caſtles, 
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: and Cities, as Bacaſaray, Salutium, Almaſ/ary,Perecopya,Cremum, Sedacor, 
Cap414, and divers others by the Sca, but all kept with: ftrong garriſons 
{ or rhe great Tarke,who yearely by trade or trafhcke,receiveth the chiefe

ſtices in every Village, or Hordia ; but capitall criminalls, or matters 
of moment, before the Chan himſelfe, or Priuic Counſells, of whom 
they are alwaycs heard, and ſpeedily diſcharged ; for any may have 
acccſſe at any time to them, betore whom they appeare with great 
reverence, adoring their Princes as Gods, and their ſpiricuall Iudges 
as Saints ; for Iuſtice- is with ſuch integrity and expedition executed, 
without covetouſneſſe, bribery, partiality, and brawling, that in ſix 
moneths they have ſometimes ſcarce {ix cauſes to heare, About the 
Princes court none buthis guard weares any weapen, bur abroad they 
£9c very ſtrong, becauſe there are many bandytos, and Theeves. 

They ule the Hansariens, Rnfiians, Wallachians, and Moldawian (laves 
(whercot tney have plenty) as beaſts to every worke z and thoſe Tartar: 
that fervethe Chan, or noblemen, have only victuall and apparcll, che

Hen he intends any-warres, lie muſt firſt have leave of the 


mandeth, receiving daily for himſelte and chicfe of his 
Nobilicic, penſtons from the Tarke, that holds all Kings bur ſlaves, that 
pay tribute or are ſubje& to any: ſignifying his intent toall his ſub. 
jects,within a moneth commonly he raiſech his Armie, and everie man 
is to furniſh himſclic for three moneths victuals,which is parched 2p, 
or grownd to incaiegwhich oy ordinarily mingle with water(as is ſaid) 
hard cheeſe or crnds dricd, and beaten to powder, a little will make 
much water like milke, and dried fleſh, this they put alſo up in lackes: 
The Chan and his Nobles have fome bread and Aquawite, and quicke 
cattell co kill when they picale, wherewith verie ſparingly they are con- 
rented, Being provided with expert Guides, andgot into the Coun= 
tiey hc intends to invade, fie ſends forth his Scouts to bring in what pri- 
ſaners they can,from whom he will wrelt the utmoſt of their knowledge 
fic for liis >urpole: : having advilcd with his Councell, what is moſt fit 
co be cone, the Novilitie, according to their antiquitie, doth march z 
then moves he with his whole Armie: if hee findethere is noenemie to

allro fire and {word, bur that they carric with then: backe ro their 
Campe; and im this ſcattering manner he will invadca Courtrcy, and 
be gone with his prey, with an incredible exp<dition, Bur if hie 
underſtand of an cnc, he will either fight in Ambuſcado, cr flic; 
t->r he will never fight any battell ifhe can cl;ulc, bur upon treble adyan- 
rtage;yct by his innumerable flights of arrowes, | have ſeenc flic from 
his flying troopes, we could not well jucgr, wherher his fighting or 
flying was molt dangerous, fo good is h.s horſe, and ſo expert his buws- 
men ; bur if they be ſo intangled they muit ft zhr, rhere 1s none can bee 
morc hardy, or rcfolute in their defences, 

Rrgaining his owne borders, he takes the tenth ef the princiva'i caps 
tives, man,w oman. childe, or beaſt (bur his capraines tt)ar rhe thei, 
will accept of ſome particular perſon they belt like fr them; ſcolves) the 
reſt aredivided amoneſt the whole Armie, according to every mans 
deſert, and quality; that they keepe them, or ſcll thei to who wall eIVe 
moſt ; but tl:ey will not forger to uſe all the meanes they cav, ro know 
their eſtates, friends, and quaiity, and the berter they fide you, rhe” 
worſe they wi:l uſe you, till you doe agree to pay ſ:ch a ranſome, as 
they will impoſe upon you; therefore many grear perſons have cncturcd 
much miſery to canceale themſclves,becauſcrheir ranſomes are ſo into- 
lerable:their beſt hope is of ſome Chriſtian Agent,that many times com- 
meth to redeeme flaves, either with mony, or man for man ; thoſe 
Agents knowing ſo well the extreme covetouſneſle of the Tartars, doe 
uſe to bribe ſome Iew or Merchant, that feigning they will ſell them 
againe to ſome other nation, are oft redeemed for a very ſmall ran- 
lome, 

But to this Tartariav Armie, when the Twrke commands, he goeth 


- with ſome ſmall artillery; and the Vagegians, Perecopens,Crimes,0ſovens, 


and Cerſeſaxs, are his tributaries ; but the Petigorves, Oc-.aconians, Bya- 
logordens, and Dobrucen Tartars, the Tarke by covenant commands ro 
follow him,ſo that from all thoſeTarears he hath had an Army of an hun- 
dred and twenty thouſand excellent, ſwift, tomackfull 7artarian horle, 
tor foot they have none, Now the Chan, his Sultaines and nobility, 
ulc Turkiſh, Caramanian, Arabian, Parthian, and other ſtrange Tartarian 
horſes ; the ſwifceſt they eſteeme the beſt z ſeldome they feede any 
moreat home, than they have preſent uſe for ; but upon their plaines 
is a ſhort woddelike heath, in ſome countries like gaile, full of berries, 

farre much better than any graſſe, | 
Their Armes arc ſuch as they have ſurpriſed or got from the Chri/ti- 
8ns or Perfians, both breſt-plates, ſwords,ſemiteres, and helmets ; bowes 
and arrowes they make moſt themſelves, alſo their bridles and ſaddles 
are indifferent, but the nobility are very handſome, and well armed like 
the Tarkes, in whom confifteth their greateſt glory ; the oreinary ſorc 
have little armor, ſomea plaine young pole unſhaven, headed with a 
peece of iron fora lance ; fome an old Chriffian pike, or a Turks cav2- 
ring z yct thoſe rattertimallions wi!l have twe or three horſes, ſome 
foure 
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fourc or five, as well tor ſervice, as for to cat; whichmakes their Armies 
ſ-em thrice ſo many as there are ſouldiers, I heChan bimicltc hath about 
his pcrſon ten thouſand choſen Tartars and Jamzaries, lome ſmall Ocd- 
nance, and a white mares taile, with a peece of greene tafhry on a great 
Pike,is carried before him for a ſtandard z becauſe they hold no beati 19 
precious asa white mare,whoſe mil kc is onely for the King & vobilicy, 
and to ſacrifice to their Idollsz but the reſt have entignes of dives 
colou:s, | 

For all this miſerable knowledge, furniture, and equipage, th mil- 
chiefc they doe in Chriflendome is wonderfull, by reaſon of their hard- 
neſle of lite and conſtitution, obedience, agilitic, and their Emperours 
bountie, honours, grace, and dignitics he cver beſtoweth upon thole, 
that have done him any memorable ſervice in the face of his enemies. 

The Caſþr1az Sea, moſt men agree that have pzſlcd it, to be in length 
about 200. lcagues,and in breadth an hundred & fifty, environed to the 
Eaſt, with che great defarts of the Tartars of Turkemane; to the Welt,by 
the Circaſ/es,and the mountaine Caucaſw;to the North,by the river Yelea, 
and the land of 'Nagay; and to the South, by Media, and Perſia: this ſea is 
freſh water in many places, in others as faltasthe great Occan it hath 

many great rivers which fall into it, as the mighty river of Yolgs, which 
is likea ſea, running neere two thouſand miles, through many great and 
large Countries, that ſend into it many other great rivers ; alſo out of 
Saberya,Taick, and Tem, out of the great mountaine Cauca/w, the river 
Sir, Araſh, and divers others, yetno Seaneerer it than the blacke Sea, 
which is atleaſt an hundred leagues diſtant : in which Country live the 
Georgians, now patt Armenians, part Neſtorians ; itis neither found to 
increaſe or diminiſh, or empty it ſelfe any way, except it be under 
ground, and in ſome places they can finde no groundat two hundred 
tadome, ; 

Many other moſt ſtrange and wonderfull things are in the land of 
Cathay towards the North-caſt,and Chyns towards the South-caſt,where 
are many ofthe moſt famous Kingdomes in the world; where moſt arts, 
plenty, and curioſities arc in ſuch abundance, as might ſeeme incredi- 
ble, which hereafter I will relate, as I have briefly gathered from ſuch 
authors as have lived there, 
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Flow captaine Smith eſcaped hu captivity ; ſlew the Baſhaw of 


Nalbrits in Cambia ; his paſſage to Ruſſia, Tranfilvania, 
and the middeſt of Europe to Aﬀerica, 


L L the hope he had ever to be delivered from this thraldowe, 
A was only the love of Tragabigzands, who ſurely was ignorant of 
his bad ulage;foralthough ac had often debated the matter with 

ſome Chriſtians, that had beene therea long time ſlaves, they could nor 
fine how to make anclcape, by any reaſon or poſlibiliry; but God be- 
yond 
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yond mans expectation or imagination heſpeth his ſervants when they 
leaſt thinke of helpe, as ithapned ro him, So leng be lived in this n:tte- 
rablc eitatc, as he became a threſherat a grange ma great field, more 
than a league from the Tymers houſe 3 the Baſhaw as lic ofc uſed to v {ic 
his granges, viſited him, and rocke occaſion to to bear, ſpurne, and rc- | 


vile him, that forgetting all reaſon, he beat out the Tymors rains witli 


his threſhing bar, for they haveno flutes ; and ſeeing his cſtare could 
be no wotſe than it was, clothed himfeite in his clothes, hid ſits body 
under theftraw, filled his knapſacke with corne, (ut the, doores, moun- 
red his horſe, and ranne into the defart at all adventure ; two or 
three dayes thus fearfully wandring he knew not whither, and well ir 
was he metnotanv to aske the way ; being even as taking leave of this 
miſcrable world, God did dire him to the great way or Caſtragan, as 
they call it, which doth crofle theſe large terricories, and generally 
knowne among them by theſe markes, 

In every crofſing of this great way is planted a poſ?, and in it ſo many 
bobs with broad ends, as there be waycs, and cvcry bob the figure pain= 
ted on it, that demouſtrateth ro whar part that way leadcth ; as chat 
which pointcth towards the Crywms Country, is marked with a halfe 
Moone, if towards the Georgians and Perfia, a blacke man, full of white 
ſpors, if rowards Chzza, the pidture of the Sunne, if rowards Anſcovia, 


. the {igne of a Croſſe, 1trowards the habirarion of any other Prince, the 


figure whercby his ſtandard is knowne, To his dying ſpirits thus God 
added ſome comfort in this melancholy journey, wherein if he had met 
any of that vilde generation, they had made hin) their ſlave, or knowing 
the figure engraven in the iron about his necke, ( as all flaves have) 


| he had beene ſent backe againe to his mafter ; ſixtekne dayes he travel- 
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led in this feare and torment, after the Croſſe, rillhe arrived at «Ecopoley, 
upon the river Don, a garriſon of the A2/#ſcovues, The governour af- 
ter duc examination of thoſe his hard events, rooke off his irons, and 
{» kindly uſed him, he thought himſelfe new riſen from death, and the 
good Lady Callamaa, largely ſupplied all his wants. 

This is as much as he could learne of thoſe wilde Countries, that the 
Country of Cambta is two dayes journy from the head of the greatriver 
Breapo, which ſpringeth from many places of the mountaines of 12n4- 
gchr, that joyne themſelves together in the Poole Kerkas ; which they 
account for the heed, and falleth into the Sea Diſſabacea, called by 
ſome the lake eMeorrs, which receiveth alſo the river Tazats, and all the 
rivers that fall from the great Countries of the Cercafe, the Cartaches,and 
many from the Tawricaes, Precopes, Cummani, Coſſunka, and the Cryme ; 
through which Sca he failed, andup theriver Bragpo to Nalbrits, and 
thence through the deſarrs of Circafſi to <A&coplis, as is related ; where 
he ftayed with the Governour, til: the Convoy went to Coraguaw, then 
with his certificate how hee found him, and had examined with his 
fri-ndly letters ſent him by Zaumalacke to Cargenaw, whoſe Governour 
in like manner ſo kindly uſe him, that by this meanes he went with a ſafe 
condud to Letch, and Donka, in Cologoske, and thence to Bernicke, and 


Xererod in Seberia, by Rexechira, upon the river Nyper, in the confines 
of 
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of Littuapis ; from whence with as much kindneſſe he was convoyed in 
like manner by Coroski, Duberecko, Dazihell, Drohobus, and Oftroge in 
Yoloniz; Saſlaw and Laſco in Podolia ;, Halico and Collowis in Polonia ; and 
lo to Hermo»flat in Tranfilparts. In all hislite he feldome met with more 
ie{pc&, mirth, content, and entertainment ; and not any Governour 
where he came, but gave him ſomewhat as a preſent, beſides his 
charges ; fecing themſelves as ſubje@ro the like calamity, Throug]; 
thoſe. poore continually forragedCountries there is no paſſage,bur with 
the Carravans or Convoyes; tor they are Countries ratier to be piticd, 
than envicd ; and it isa wonder any ſhould make warres for them. The 
Villages are onely here and there a feiv houſes of ſtraight Firre trees, 
laid heads and points above one another, made faſt by notches at 
the ends more thana mans height, and with broad ſplit boards, pinned 
rogether with woodden pinnes, as thatched tor coverture; In ten Vil- 
lages you ſhall ſcarce finde ten icon naliles, except it be in ſomecxtraor- 
dinary maushouſe, For their Townes, «Atopolts, Letch, and Denko, have 
rampicrsimade of that woodden walled f:thion, double, and betwix*t 


them cartth and ſtones, bur ſo larched withcroſle timber, they are very 


ſtcong agaiait any thing but fire 3 and about them a deepe Citch, and 
a Palizado of young Fire trees : bur moſt of che reſt have only a great 
ditch caſt abour them, and the ditches earch isall their rampier ; but 
round well environed with Palizadoes, 
ceces of ſinall Ocdaance, and ſlings, calievers, and muskers, but their 
gencralleſt weapons are che Ruſſe bowes and arrowes ; you ſhall find 
pavements over bogges, onely of young Firre trees laid crofle one 
overanother,for two or thre: houres journey,or as the paſſage requires, 
and yer in twodayes travell you ſhall ſcarce ſee fix habitations, Nor. 
withſtanding to ſee how their Lords, Governours, and Captaines are 
civilized, well attired and acoutred with Tewells, Sables, and Horſes, 
and after their manner with curious furniture, it is wonderfull; but they 
are all Lords or {laves, which makes them ſo ſubje to every invaſion, 
In Tranfilvinia he found ſo many good friends, that but to ſee, and 
recjoyce himſclfe (after all choſe encounters) in his native Country, he 
would ever hardly have left them, though the mirrour of vertuc their 
Pcince was abſent, Bzing thus glutred with content, and neere drowned 
with joy, he paſſed high Hungaria by Fileck, Tocks, Caſſovis, and Vaders- 
rowan,by Vimicht in Moravia, to Prague in Bohemia, at laſt he found the 
moſt gracious Prince $i2i/mundas, with his Colonell at Zipſwick in Mj- 
ſenlind, who gave him his Paſle, intimatiog the ſervice he had done, and 
the honours he had received, with fifteene hundred ducars of gold 
to revaire his loſſes: with this he ſpent ſome time to viſe the faire Cities 
and Countries of Draſdon in Saxonie, Magdaburgh and Brenſ; wicke;Caſſel] 
in Heſſen; Wittenberg, Vilum, and Mimkin in Bavaria; d4aghſbrowgh , 
and her Voerfit1es ; tame, F ranckford, Mentz, the Palatinate ; Wormes, 
Speyre, and Strausberenzgh ; paſſing Nancie in Lorain, and France by Pars 
to Orleans, hee wenrdowne the river of Zojer, to Awupiers, and imbar- 


ked himlzlfe at Nants in Bricawny,for Bilbao in Bikay, to Ice Burges- 
F Valjautlid. 
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. Faliadolid, the admired monaſtceric of the Eſcuriall, A7adrill, Tec /», 
Cordaa, Cnedyriall, Civill, Cheryes, Cales, and Saint Licas wm Spazne. 


CHAP. AV:

Eing thus ſatisfied with Eargpe and A/is, underitanding of the 
waires in Barbarie, hee went from Gibralter to Guta and Tarver, 
thence to Saffee,where growing into acquaintzncc with a Ficuch 
man of warre, the Captaine and fome tiyelve more went to Morocco, 12 
ſce rhe ancient monuments of that Jarge renowned Citic: ir was once 
the principall Citic in Barbarte, ſicuated in a good!y plaine Countrei, | 
14, miles from the great Mount 4tUzs, and (ixtic miles from the Ar{cn- | 
ticke Sea z bur now little remaining, bur the Kings Palace, whic! 's ike 
Thecuee yot- ag Citie of it ſelte, and the Chriſtian Church, on whole fit ſquare ftocyle 
rang isa great brouch of iron, whereon 1s pl.ccd the three golden Ba!s «tf 
Africa: the firſt isncere three Ells in circumnterence, th:cnext abou if 
ſomewhat lefle, the uppermoſt the leaſt over them. ar it were an halle 
Bll, and over all a prettic guilded Pyramides. Agaoinit thoſe golden 
Bls hath been ſhot many a (hor, their weight is recorded 99, weight of 
pure gold, hollow within, yet no ſhot did ever hit them, nor could cvcr 
any Conſpirator attaine that honor as to get them downe, They report 
the Prince of Morocco betrothed himſelte to the Kings Daughtcr of 
+Ethiopta, he dying before their mariage, ſhe cauſed thoſe three golden 
Balls to be ſer up tor his Monument, and vowed virginitic all her life. 
I The deſcription The Alifantica is alſo a place of note, becaulc it is invironed with a great 
eb arte 2k wall, wherein lye the goods of all the Merchants ſecurely guarded, The 
laderes is allo (as itwere) a Citic of it ſelfe, where dwell the Iewes : the 
reſt for the moſt part is defaced ; but by the many pinnacles and towers, 
with Balls on their tops, hath much appearance of niuch fumptuout- 
nefle and curioſitie, There have been many famous LIJniverfities, which 
are now but (tables for Fowles & Beaſts, & the houſes in moſt parts lye 
tumbled one above another ; the walls of Earth are with the gcear freſh 
Houds waſhed to the ground; nor is there any village in it, but tents for 
Srrangers, Larbes & Moores. Strange tales they will tell of a preat Gar- 
den, wherein were all ſorts of Biids,Filhes,Beaſts, Fruits & Fountaines, 
which for beautic, Artand pleaſure, exceeded any place knowne in the 
world, thongh now nothing but dung-hils, Pigeon-houſes, ſhrubs and 
buihes, 'There arc yet many excellent fountaines. adorned with mar- 
ble, and many arches, pillers, towers, ports and Temples ; but moſt on- 

ly reliques of lamentable ruines and ſad deſolation, 
et When 2/ally Hames reigned in Barbarie, hee had three ſonnes, Mully 
pretle, Shecke, Mully Sidan, and Mully Befferres, he a moſt good and r.oble King 
thar governed well with peace and plentie,tillhis Empreſſ-,more crue!! 
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than any beaſt in Africa, poyſoned him, her owne daughter, a/uly 
Shecke is cldeit ſonne borne of a Portugall Ladie, and his daughter, ro 
bring Muliy Siaan to the Crowne now re1gning, which was the cauſe of 
all thole vrawles and warres that followed berw:xc thoſe Brothers, their 
children, and a Saznt that ſtartup, but he playcd the Devill, 

King. Maly Hames was not blacke, as many ſup»oſe, but Molara, or King Wits He 
tawnie, as arc the molt of his ſubjects ; everic way noble, kinde and SE TLIC 
{riendly, verie rich and pompous in State and Majettie, though hee (r- | 
tcth not upon a Throne nor Chatre of Eſtate, but crofle legyed yon 4 
rich Carper, as doth the Turke, whoſe: R-:ligion of Muhomer, with an in- 
credible miſerable curiofitie they obſerve, His Ordinirie Guard is ac 
leaſt 5990 bur 1n progreſſc he gocthnot with leflethan 20219, horlc- 
men, {nmtz!fe as rich m all his Equipage, as any Prince in Chriften- 
dome, and yct a Conttibutor tothe Tarke, In all his Kingdome were ſo Hisgreat love i 
tew good Artificers, thathee entertained from Englana, Gold-{miths, Frght mn. 
Piummers, Carvers, and Polithers of ſtone, and Warch-makers, fo 
much hce delighted m the reformation of workmanſhip, hee allowed 

\ cachcf them ten ſhillings a day ſtanding fee, linnen, woollen, {ilkes, 
and what they would for diet and apparell, and cuſtome-free ro tran!- 
port, or import what they would ; forthere were ſcarce any of thoſe 
qualities in his Kingdomes, but choſe, of which there are divers of then 
hving at this preſent in Zondow, Amongſt the reſt, one M". Yenry Ar- 
cher, a Watch-maker, walking in Aferocco, from the Alfamica to the 1s. 
derea, the way being verie foule, mer a greatPricſt, ora Sante (as they 
call all great Clergy-men) who would have thruſt him into the durt for 
the way z but Archer, not knowing what he was, gave him a box on the 
eare, preſently he wasapprehended,and condemned to have his rongue 
cut our, and his hand cur off: butno ſooner it was knowen at the Kings 
Courr, bat 300, ofhis Guard came; and broke open the Priſon, and de- 
livercd him, although the fat was next degree ro Treaſon, 

Concerning this Archer, there is one thing more worthnoting : Not The firange loye 
farre from Mount Atlas, a great Lioneſſcin the heat of the day, did uſe ** 
to bathe her ſclfe, and teach her young Puppies ro ſwimme in the river 
Cauzef, of a good bredthy yerſhe would carrie them one after another 
over the river; which ſome Moores perceiving watched their opportu- 
n:tic, and whea the river was berweene her and them, ſtole foure of her 
whelps, which ſhe perceiving, with ail the ſpeed (hee could paſſed the 
river, and comming neere them they let fall a whelpe (and fled with the 
reſt) which ſhe tooke in her mouth, and ſo returned rothereſt: a Male 
and a Female of thoſe they gave M*, Archer,who kept them in the Kings 
Garden, rill the Malekilled the Female, then he brought it up as a Pap- 
py-dog.lying upon his bed, till it grew ſo great 48a Maſtifle,and no dog 
moreram2 or gentle torhem hee knew: but being to rerurne for Emgo- 
land, at Saffee hegnve him to a Merchant of Crarſells, that preſented 
him to the French K'nz, who ſent him to King 7emes, where it was kept 
jn the Tower ſeven yeeres : After one M?, Jobn Ball, then fervanc to 
M*, Archer, with divers of his friends, went to ſee the Lyons,nor know- 
ing any thing atall of him yer this my beaſt ſmelled him before ia 
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ſaw him, whining, groaning, and tumbling, with ſuch an expreſſion o0þ 


acquaintance, that being intormed by the Keepers how hee came thi- 
ther; M*. Ba{llo prevailed, the Keeper opencd the grate,and Bull went 
in: But vv Dogee could fawnc more on his Mattcr, than the Lyon on 
him, licking his tcer, hands, and face, skipping and tumbling to and 
fco,toche wonder of all the beholders z being ſatisfied with his acquain- 
rance, he made ſhift ro get our of the grate, Bur when the Lyon fav his 
friend gone, no bcalt by bellowing, roaring, fcratching, and howling, 
could cxprefſe more rage and foriow, nor tn foure daves after would he 
cirner cat or drinke, 

[n Moores, the Kings Lyons are all rogerher in a Court, invironed 
witha great high wall; to thure they put a young Puppy-dogpge : the 
greatelt Lyon had a foreupon his necke, which this Dogg lo licked 
that he was healed; the Lyon defended him from the turic of all the 
reſt, nor durſt rhey cat till the Dogge and he had fed 3 this Dog grew 
great, and lived amongſt them many yeeres aſter, 

Fezalſois a moſt large and plentitull Countrcy, the chicfe Cicie is 
called Fez,divided into two parts; old Fez,containing about £9. thou- 
{and houtholds, the other 4099, pleaſantly {iruared vpon a River in the 
heart of Barbarie, part upon huls,part upon plaines, full of pcople,and all 
ſorrs of Merchandiſe, The great Temple is called Caracey, in bredtch 
ſeventcene Arches, in length 120. borneup with 2500, white marble 
pillars: under the chicte Arch, where the Tribunall is kept, hargeth a 
moſt huge lampe,compaſled with 110. letler, under the other alſo han 
great lamps,andabour fomnc are burning fittezne hundred lighes, They 
tay they were all made of tie bels the Arabiens brought from Spaine_, 
It hath three gatcs of notable height, Prieſts and Officers to many, that 
the circuit of the Church, the Y ard, and other houſes, is little lefic than 
a mile andan halfe in compaſle; there arc in this Citic 20G. S:hooles, 
200, Innes, 400, watcr-mils, Goo. water- Conduits, 706, Tciwples and 
Ocatoricsz but fittic of them moſt ſtately and richly furniſhed, Their 
Alcazer or Burſe is walled abour, it hath twelve gates, and fifteen walks 
covered withtents, to keepe the Sun from the Merchants,and them thar 
come there» The Kings Palace, both for ſtrength and beautie is excel- 
lent, and the Citizens have many great privileges, Thoſe two Coun- 


 treyes of Fez and Moreces, arc the beſt part of all Baybarie, abounding 
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with people, catrell, and all good neceſlaries for mans uſe, For the ref, 
as the Zarbes, or Mounrainers, the Kingdomes of Corow, Algier, Tripoly, 
Tun, and «Aiggpt ; there are many large hiſtories of chem in divers lan- 
guagecs, eſpecially that writ by that moſt excellent Stateſman, John de 
Leo,who atterward turned Chriſtian, The unknowen Countries of Ginzy 
and Bane, this fix and twentic yeeres have beene frequented with a few 


_ Engliſh ſhips only to rrade, eſpecially the river of Senege, by Caprtaine 


Brimffead, Captaine Breckit, M*. Cramp, and divers others, Alſo the 
great river of Gambra, by Caprtaine 7obſon, who is returned in thither a- 
gaine inthe yeere 1626, with M*. William Grent, and thirtcene or four. 
teene others, to ſtay in the Countrey, to diſcover ſome way to thoſe 
rich mines of G4sor Twmbats, from whence is ſuppoſed the Moores of 

Baybarie 
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Berbarie have their go!d, and the certaintic of thoſe ſuppoſed delcrip- 
tions and relations of thoſe intcriour parts, which daily the more they 
are ſought inro, the more theyare corrected. Forfſurely, thoſe interi- 
our parts of Africa are little xnowen to either Engliſh, French, or Dutch, 
though they utc much the Coaſt z therefore wee will make a little bold 


with the obſervations of the Portugalls.

moſt Bayes or Rivers, where there is any tradeto bee had, eſpecially 
old, or conycnicncic tor refreſhment, bur they are ſcattered; l:ving fo 
amonelt thofe Blacks, by time and cunning they ſeeme to bee naturali- 
zed amongſt them, As for the Iſles of the Camaries, they have faire 
Townes, many Villages, and many thouſands of people rich in com-

King much oppreſſed with enemies, hee found meanes to bring inthe 
Portuzalls to afſilt him,whereby he planted there Chriſtian Religion,and 
ſpent m« i of his life co bring thoſe Countrey cs to the Crowne of Por- 
eweall, which he deſcriberh in this manner,

than 100090. perſons, where is an excellent proſpe& over all the plaine 
Countreyes about ir, well wateree, lying (as it were) in the Center of 
this Kingd-ome, over all which the Portugalls now command, though 
but an handFuli in compariſon of Negroes, They haveficlh and fruits 
verie plentifull of divers forts, 

This Kingdom is divided into five Provinces, viz. Bambe,SundaPango, i tugs Elc- 
Batta and Pembo; but Bamba is the principall, and can affoord 400990. cs 
men of warre. Elephants are bred over all thoſe Provinces,and of won- 
derfull greatneſſ:z though ſome report they cannot kneele , nor lye

Bur Merham the old fox, ſeeing himfelfe in the li- 
ons pawes, ſprung his loufc, the other racked after him, and came cloſe 
up to his nether quarter, gave his broad fide, and ſo loufed up to wind- 
ward; the Vice-Admirall did the like, and at the next bout, the Admi- 
rall with a noiſe of Trumpets, and all his Ordnance, murtherers, and 
muskets, boorded him on his broad fides the other in like manner 
on his Icy quarter, that it was ſodarke,there was little light, but fire and 
ſnoake; long he ſtayed nor, before he fell off} leaving 4. or 5.of his men 
{prawling over the grating ; afterthey had battered Merham abour an 
hourc, they boorded him againe as before z and threw foure kedgers or 
grapnalls in iron chaines, then ſhearing off they thought ſo to have 
torne downe the grating ;z but the Admiralls yard was ſo intangled in 
their ſhrouds, Aerham had time to diſcharge two crofſle barre ſhot 
amongſt them, and divers bolts of iron made for that purpoſe, againſt 
his bow, that made ſuch a breach, he feared they both ſhould have 
ſunke for company ; fo that the Spemiard was as yare in ſlipping his 
chaincd Grapnalls, as Merbewm was in cutting the tackling, kept faſi 
thcir yards in his ſhrouds; the Vice-admirall preſently clearcd himſclfe, 
but ſparcd neither his Ordnance nor Muskets to keepe AMerham from 
getting away, tillthe Admirall had repaired his leake; from twelvear 
noone, till fix atnight, they thus interchanged one volly for another;

pag. 150. my account to them here of my actions there, pag, 162, wy 
ſeven anſwers to his Maj-fties Commilſhoners : ſeven queftrons whar 
hath hindercd Yirgzmia, and the remedie, pag. 165. How thoſe noble 
G-ntlemen ſpent neere two yeares in peruſing all Ictters came from 
thence; and the ditferences betwixt many factions, borh here and 
there, with their complaints;eſpecially abour the Sallerie,which ſhould 
have beene a new office in Lowdon, for the well ordering the {ule of 7o. 
bacco,that 2509. pounds ſhould yearely have beene raiſed out of it, to 
pay foure or five hundred pounds yearly to the Governot of that Com- 
panic; twoor three hundred to his Deputie, the reft into ſtipends of 
thirtic or fiftic pounds yearely for their Clerks and under Officers which 
were never there, pag. 153. butnot one hundred pounds for al! them in 
Virginia, nor any thing for the moſt part of the Adventurers in England, 
exceptthe undertakers for the Lotteries, Setters out of ſhips, Adven= 
turers of commodities, alſo their Faftors and many other Officers, 
there imployed on!y by friendſhip to raiſe their fortunes our of the la- 
bours of the true induſtrious planters by the title of their office, who 

under 
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under the colour of finceritic, did pillage and deceive all the reſt moft 
cunningly: For more than 150990, pounds have beenc ſpent out cf 
the common ſtocke, beſides many thouſands have beene there conſu- 
med, and neere 70099, people that theredicd, only for want of good or- 
dcr and government, otherwiſc long ere this there would haye beene 
more than 20900. people, where after twentic yceres ſpent onely in 
complement, and trying new concluſions, was remaining ſcarce 1500. 
wich ſome few cartel, 

Then the Company diffolved, but no account of any thing z ſo thar 
his Majeſtic appointed Commifheners to overſee, and give order for 
their proceedings. Being thus in a manner left to themſelves, ſince 
then within theſe foure yeeres, you ſhall ſee how wonderfully they have 
increaſed beyond expeQation z but ſo exaQtly as I deſired, I cannotre- 
late unto you: For although I have tired my ſelfe in ſecking and dif. 
courſing with thoſe returned thence, more than would a voyage to Yir- 
einia; few can tell me any thing, bur of that place or places they have in- 
habircd,and he is a great travelier that hath gone up & downe the river 
of «mes Towne, been at Pamaunke, Smiths Iles,or Accomack ; wherein for 
the moſt part they keepe one tune of their now particular abundance, 
and their former wants, having beene there, ſome ſixrecne yecres, ſome 
twelve, ſome ſix, ſomenceretwentie, &c. But of their generall eſtate, 
or any thing of worth, the moſt of them doth know veric little to any 
purpole, | 

Now the moſt could underſtand in generall, was from the relation 
of M*. Nathaniel Cawſey, that lived there with mee, and returned Anxs 
Dorw. 1627. and ſome others afhrme; Sir George Terley was Governour, 

Captaine Francis Weſt, DoCtor John Poor, Captain Roger Smith,Captaine 
Aatthewes ,Captaine Tucker, M". Clabourne, and M*. Farrey of the Coun- 
cell: their habitations many, The Governour, with wo or three of che 
Councell, are for moſt part at Zames Towne, the refit repaire thither 
as there is occaſion ; but everie three moneths they have a generall mec- 
ting, to conſider of their publike affaires, 

Their numbers then were about 1 500. ſome ſay rather 2909, divided 
into ſeyenteene or cightcene ſeverall Plantations; the greateſt part 
thereof towards the falls, are ſo incloſed with Pallizadoes they regard 
not the Salvages; and amongſt thoſe Plantations above 14mes Towne, 
they have now found meanes to take plentie of fiſh, as well with lines, as 
nets, and where the waters are the largeſt, having meanes, they need 
not want. 

{Jpon this River they ſeldome ſce any Salvages, bur in the woods, 
many times their fires : yet ſome few there are, that upon their oppor. 
runitic have laine ſome few ſtragglers, which have beene revenged with 
the death of ſo many of themſclves but no other attempt hath beene 
made upon them this two or three yeares. 

Their Cattle,namely Oxen,Kine,Buls,they imagine to be about 2099, 
Goats great ſtore and great increaſe z the wilde Hogs, which were in- 
finite, are deſtroyed and eaten by the Salvages : but no family is ſo 


poore, that hath not tame Swine ſufficicat;and for Poultrie, he is a verie 
| bad 
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bad huſband breedeth not an hundred in a yeere, and the richer ſort © 
doth daily fecd on them. 

For bread they have plentie, and fo good, that thoſe that make it 
well, better cannot be : divers have much Englith corne, eſpecialiy M*, 
Abraham Perce, which prepared this yeereto ſow two hundred acres of 
Engliſh whear, andas much with barley, feeding daily about the num- 
ber of ſixtie perſons at his owne charges, 

For drinke, ſome malt the Indian corne, others barley, of which they 
make good Alr, both ſtrong and ſmall, and ſuch plentic thereot, few of 
the upper Planters drinke any water : but the better fre are well furni- 
ſhed with Sacke, 4quawite, and good Engliſh Beere. 

Their ſervants commonly feed npon M:Ike Homint, which is bruized They fervany 
Indian corne pounJe?, 2nd boiled thicke, and milke for the ſauce z bur oy 

| boiled with m1{ke, rhe beſt of all will oft feed on it, and leave their ff (1;; 
with milte, butter and checſ>; with fiſh, Bullsfleth, for they {c!dome 
kill any other, &c. And everie one is {'» applycd co his Jabour about 
Tobacco and Corne, which doth yeeld them ſuch profir, they never re- 
rd any food from the Salvages, nor nave they any trade or conference 
with them, but upon mcere accidents and defiances : and now the Mer- | | 
chants have left it, there have gone ſo many voluntarie ſhips within rh1is | 
two yeeres, as have furni'hed them witch Apparell, Sacke, Aquavite,and | | 


al:neceflaries, much better than cver defore. 

For Armes, there is ſcarce any man but he is furniſhed with a Peece, 
a Iacke, a Coat of Maile, a Sword, orRapier; and cueric Holy-day, c- 
veric Plantation doth exerciſe their men in Arimes, by which meanes, 
hunting and fowling, the moſt part of chem are moſt excellent mark-

now ſo well provided, thatthey are ablerto ſublilt ; and it they would

&w in al! the land. { was ſet forth at the ſole charge of foure NMicr- 
chants of Zendow; the Country being then reputed by your weſlerlings, 
a molt rockic, barren, dcſolate defartz bur the good returne I broug tt 
Confderaons from thence, with the maps andrelations I made of the Country, which 
abour the lofic of I made ſo manifeſt, ſome of them did beleeve me, and they were well 
"1c, embraced, both by the Londoners, and Welterlings, for whom I 
had promiſed to undertake it, thinking to have joyned them all to- 
gether, but that might well have beene a worke for Hercales, Betwixt 
chem long there was much contention z the Londoners indeed went 
bravely forward butin three or foure yeares, Iand wy friends conſu- 
| wed many hundred pounds amongſt the Plzmathians, who only ſed me 
bur with delayes, promiſes, and excuſes, but no performance of any 
thing to any purpoſe, In the interim, many particular ſhips went thi- 
cher, and finding my relations true, and that I had not taken that 1 
broughthome from the French men, as had beenereported ; yet further | 
for my paincs to diſcredit me, and my calling it New England, they ob- 
ſcured ir,ind ſhadowed it, with the title of Camwhds, till at my humble 
(uit, ir pleaſed out moſtRoyall King Charles, whom God long keepe, 
blefſc, and preſerve, then Prince of Wales, to confirme itwith my map 
and booke, by the the title of New England ; the gaine thence returning 
did make the fame thereof fo increaſe, that thirty, forty, or fifty ſaile, 
went yearly only totrade and fiſh; but nothing would bec done for a 
plantation,ti]labour fome hundred, of your Browniſts of England, 4m- 
fterdam,and Leyden, went to New Plimomth,whoſe humorous ignorances, 
cauſed them tor more than a yeare, to endure a wonderfull deale of 
miſery,with an infinite patience; ſaying my books and maps were much 
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Uggardline!)e- better cheape to teach them, than my fclfe; many other have uſed the 
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Ike good husbandry; that have payed ſoundly in trying their (elfe- 
will: concluitons ; but thoſe intime doing well, divers vthers have jn 
{mal! handfulls undertaken to goc there, to be ſcycrall Lords and Kings 
0: themſelves, bur moſt vaniſhed ronothing ; notwithſtanding the ti- 
hing thips, mace ſuch good returnes, at laſt it was ingroſled by twenty 
Partentics, that divided my map into twenty parts, and calt lots for 
theirſhares; butmony not comming tn as they exvected, procured a 
Pcoclamation, none ſhould goc thicher without their licences to fill ; 
but tor every tiurty tunnes of ſhipping,to pay them five pounds;belides, 
upon great penalties,neither to trade with the natives, cut downe wood 
for their ſtages, without giving ſatisfaCtion, though all the Country is 
nothing but wood, and none to make uſe of it, with many ſuch other 
prerences, for to make this Country plantitſelte, by its owne wealth : 
hcreupon moſt men grew ſodiſcontented, that few or none would goe z 
ſo that the Pattenties, who never one of them had beene there, ſeeing 
thoſe proje&s would not prevaile, have fince not hinJred any to poc 
that would, that within theſe few laſt yeares, more have gone thither 
than ever. - 
Now this yeare 1629, a great company of people of good ranke, 
eale, meanes, and quality, have made a great ſtocke, and with lx pd

he did his beſt to ſupply them, he was notable, oniy ſome TIE {-nc 
over as paſſengers wirh certiine Pu'ch-meg, bur to ſ.nall purpoſe, Thus 
this bufincfle lay dead for divers ycercs, till Sir [alter Rawletor,accom-

company and to leave the Dutch: having made a Bod voyage, tothe 


vatuc of more chan the charge, he rerurned to Exglend with divers good 
commodies, 
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The Travells and Obſervations of 


commoditics beſides Tobacco : So that it may well be conce:ved, rhar 
it this a&tion had not beene thus croflcd, rhe Gei.cralitie of England 1ad 
by this tume beene wonne and encourag(d therein, Bur rhe time was 
not yet come, that God would have this great bulinc fie eftected, by 
rcaſon of the great power the Lord Gundamere, Amb.ſiidout for the 
King of Spaine, had in Ewgland, to crofle and ruine thoſe proceedings, 
and fo unfortunate Captaine North was in this bulin:f{le, hee was twice 
committed priſoner ro the Tower, and the goods detained, ri!l they 
were ſpoiled, who beyond all others was by much the greateſt Adven- 
rurer and Loſer. | | 
otwithſtanding all this, thoſe that he had left in the Am<ons would 
not abandon the Countrey, Captaine Thomas Painton, a worthy Gen- 
tleman, his Lieutenant dead, Captaine. Charles Parker, brother to the 
Right Honourable the Lord Ado7ley, lived thert fix yeares atrergM* John 
Chriſtmas, five yeares, ſo well, they would not returne, although they 
might, with divers cther Gentle-men of qualitie and others : all thus 
deſtitute of any ſupplyes from Emgland. But all authoririe being d-{ſo]- 
ved, want of government did more wrong their proceedings, than a'l 
other croſſes wharſoscver, Some releefe they had ſometime from the 
Dutch, who knowing their cſtates, gave what they plcaſ-d and rooke 
what they liſt. Two brothers Gentlemen, Thema! aud William Hixoy, 
who ſtayed three yeares there, are now gone toſtay in the 4wazons, in 
the ſhips lately ſent thither, 
The buſineſſe thus remaining in this ſort, three private men left of 
that Company, named M* Themas Warriner, lebn Rhodes, and Robert 
Bims, having lived there about two yeares, catne for Evgland, and tobe 
free from the diſorders that did grow in the Amazons for want of Go- 
vernment amongſt their Countrey-men,and to be quict amongſt them 
ſelves , made me-nes to ſet themſelves our for S*, Chriſophers, their 
whole number being bur fifteene perſons, that payed for their paſſage in 
2 ſhip going for Yirgizi, where they remained a yeare before they were 
ſupplycd, and then that was but foure or five men, Thus this Ile, by this 
ſmall beginning, having no interruption by their owne Countrey, hath 
now got the ſtart of the Continent aud maine Land of Gaiaus, which 
hath beene layd apart and ler aloneuncill char Captaine North, ever 
watching his beſt opportunitic and advantage of time in the (tate, hath 
ncv againe purſued and ſcron foot his former deſigne, Captaine Har- 
cove bemg now willing to ſurrender his grant, and to joyne with Cap- 
taine North, in paſſing anew Patent, and to eret a company for trade 
and planration in the Awezows, and all the Coaſt and Countrey of Gei- 
ans tor ever, Whereupon, they have ſent this preſent yeare in Ianuarie, 


| and(ſince 1628, foure ſhips with necre two hundred perſons ; the firſt 


ſhip with 132. men, not one miſcarried; the reſt went ſince, nor yer 
heard of, and are preparing another with their beſt expedition: and 
{ince Ianuarie 1s gone frem Hollawd, 109. Engliſh and Iriſh, condutted by 
the o'd Planters, 

This great River lierch under the Line , the two chidfe head lands 


North and South, are about three degrees afundcr, the mouth of it is 
\ ſo 
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{.> full of many great and ſmall Iles, itis an caſt: matter for an uncxpe: 
nicnccd Pilot ro zofe his way, Iris held one of the greateſt rivers in 
America, and as molt men thinke, inthe world: and comincth downe 
with fuch a treth, it makerh the Sea freſh. more than thirtie miles from 
the ſhore, Capraine North having ſeated his men abour an hundred 
[cagucs inthe Mane, ſent Capranne H'llramBhite, with thiruc Gentle- 
men and others, ina pinnace of thirtie run, ro diſcover fturrher, which 
they did ſome twohundred leagues, where they tound the River to di- 
vide jt felfe in ewo parts, till then allfull of Ilands, and a Countrey mot} 
healtt;tuil,pl-afant and fruitful; for they found foud cnough,and all re- 
curncd ſaic & in good health; In this dilcoverte they ſaw many Townes 
well inhabited, ſome with three hundred people, fome with five, fix, or 
{even hundred g and of ſome they underitood to be of fo many thou- 
fands, molt dittering verie much, eſpecially in their languages : where- 
ot they ſuppoſe by thoſe Indians, they underſtand arc many hundreds 
moreguufrequented till then by any Chri/{zan,moſt of them ſtarke naked, 
both men, women and cl.ildren, burthcy faw nor any ſuch giant-like 
women as the Rivers name importeth, Butfor thoſe where Captaine 
North hath fcated his company, it is not kiowen where Indians were c- 
ver ſo kinde to any Nation, not ſparing any paines,danger or labour,to 
feed and maintaine ther. The Eneliſh following their buildings, forti- 
fications and ſugir-workes ; for which they have ſent moſt expert men, 
and with them all things neceſſiric for thar purpoſe; to effect which. 
they want not the helpe of thoſe kinde Indians to produce and many 
other good commodities, which (God willing ) will ere long make 
plaine and apparentto this Kingdome, and all the Adventurers and 
Well-willers ro this Plantation, to bee well worthy the cheriſhing and

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CHAP XXY. 


The beeinning and proceedings of the new plantation of Sf, Chri- 
ſtophicr by Captaine Warner. 


After Ralfe Merifield and others, having furniſhed this worthy 

IV; ET Gentleman , hee arrived at S*®, Chriſtaphers, as 1s 
> ſaid, with fiftcene men, the 28. of Ianuarie, 1623, viz. Willians 

Teſted, John Rhodes, Robert Bims, M". Bemifield, Sergeant Jones, M*. Ware, 
William Royle, Rowland Graſcocke, M*. Bond, M* Langley, M", Weaver, 
Edward Warner their Captaincs ſorine,and now Deputy-Governour till 
his fathers returne, Sergeant Avon, ene Sailor and a Cooke: Ac their 
arrivall they found three French-men, who fought co oppoſe Captaine 
Warner, and to ſet the Indians upon us; but artlaſt weall became friends, 
and lived with the Indians a moneth, then we built a Fort, and a houſe, 
and planting fruits, by September we made a crop of Tobaccoz but up- 
on the nin-reenth of September came a Hericano and blewit away, all 


this while wee lived van Caflida bread, Poratoes, Plantines, Pines, 
H 2 Turtels, 
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Turtels, Guanes, ard fiſh plentie; for drinke wee h.d Nienobbie_. 

The! 18. ol ' March 1624. arrived Capraine Jefferſow with three men 
paſicny 15 in the 1/ore-welt of Lendon, with lome trade for the 1najans, 
and tlzen we had another cropot Tobacco, \n the meane time the French 
had planted thenifclves in the other end of the Ile 3 with this crop Cap- 
tainc Harney returned for England itn September, 162 5, 

In is abſence came in a French pinnace, under the command of 
Mon ieur de Nembe, that told us, the Indians had flaine ſome French- 
mes in oriier of the Charybes Lles, and that there were fix Peryagoecs, 
which are huge orcat trees formed 3s your Canowes, but fo laid out on 
the fidss with boords, they will ſeems like a littic Gally: lix of thoſe, 
with about foure or Bs hundred (trarge /ndians came unto us, we bade 
them be gone, but they wouldnort z whereupon we and the French joy- 
ned rogerher, and upon the fitth of Novemberlſet upon them, and pur 
them to fl! he : upon New-ycares Even they came againe, found three 
Engliſh gomg abour the lie, whom they flue, 

V artil che fourth of Aupuſt, we {tood upon our guard, living upon 
the ſpoile and did nothing, But now Caprzinc Warper arriving againe 
wirhncere an hundred people, then we fell 'ro worke and plauting as 
before; but upon the fourth of September, came ſucha Hericano, as 
blew downe all our houſes, Tobacco, and two Drums into the aire we 
know not whither, drove two ſhips on ſhore that were both ſplit ; all 
our proviſion chus loſt, we were very miſerable, living onely on what 
we could get inthe wi ide woods, we made a ſmall party of French and 
[noli/) to goeaboord for proviſion, but intheir returning home, eight 
French men were {laine in the harbour. 

Thus wee continued till neere June that the Torrels camein, 1627, 
but the French being like to ſtarve, fought to ſurprize us, and all the 
Caſlado, Potatos, and Tobacco we had planted, but we did prevent 
them, The 26. of October, came in Capraine }il,am Smith, inthe 
Hope-well, with tome Ordnance, ſhot and powder, from the Earlcjot 
Carlile ; with Capraine Pelham and thirty men, about that 'time alſo 
cameth e Plow ; alſo a ſmall ſhip of Bri/tew, with Capraine Varners wiſe. 
2nd {1x or ſeven women more, / 

Vpon the 25. of November, the /ndians ſet upon the French, for ſome 
injury about their women, and {kw {1x and twentic Frezch men, five 
Fneliſh, and three Indians. Their weapons are bowes and arrowes ; ; their 
howes are veverbent, but the ſtring lies flar to the bow ; their arrowes 
a ſmallreed, toure or five foot long, headed ſome with the poyſoned 
ſting of the caile ofa Stingray, ſome with iron, ſome with wood, but all 
{o poyſoned, that if thev draw but bloud, the hurt is incurable. 

The nextday camein Capraige Charles Saltew/tall, a young Gentle- 
man, ſon of Sir Sarzaell Saltonſtaf, who brought with him good ſtore of 
all commodities to releeve the plantation ; but by reaſon ſome Hollap- 
ders, and others,had bin there lately before him,who carried away with 
them all the Tobacco, he was forced to put away all his commodities 
p30 erull ou the next crop z in the meane time hee refolyed there to 
faygand d imploy hiniſelfe & his company in planting Tobacco, hoping

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therevy to mak: a voyage , but defore he cou'd be ready ro returne for

pcople, with Sur VWilzam Taffton Gavernout for the Barbados, and divers 
gent!e.vcn, and all manncr of commodirics fit fora piantarion, 

' Captaine Prinne, Captaine Stone, and divers others, came 1n about 
Chriſtmas ; fo that” this laſt yeare there hath bzene avout thircic 


{aile of Eneliſh, French, and Datch (hips, and all the Indians torced out of 


the Ile,tyr they had done much miſchicfe amongſt the Frexch,in cutting 
their throars, burning their houſes, and ſpoyling their Tobacco; <- 
mongſt the rc(t Tegramunad, a little childe the Kings fonne, his parents 
being flaine, or fled, was by great chance ſaved, and carctully brought 
to Envland by Maſter Merifield,who brought him from thence, and brin- 


gerh him upas his owne children, | 


It lycth ſcventecne degrees Northward of the line, about an hundred 
and ewenty leagues from the Cape detres Pantas, the neerelt maine land 
in America, it isabout cight leagues in length, and foure in breeth; an 
Iland amongſt 109, Lles in the W:/t 1nates, called the Caribes, where o1- 
dinarily all them thar frequenc the Weft Indtes, retreth themſelves ; thoſe 
moſt of them are rocky, little,and mountainous, yet frequented with rhe 
Cantbals ; many of them inhabited, as Saint Vowrnes, Saint Aattalin, 
Saint Zacta, Saint Vincent, Granada, and Margarita, to the Southwaid 
Northward, none but Saint C/riſtopbers, and it burtlit-ly, yer they wiil 
be ranging Marizalants, Guardalups, Deceado, Monſerat, Antivea, ' 3/eV:i5, 
Bernardo, S3int 2artin,and Saint Bartholomew, but the worſt of the foure 
[les poſiciled by the Spanyara, as Portorics or Tamica, 1s berter than them 
all ; as for Hiamols, and Cabs, they are worthy the title of two rich 
Kingdomes, the reſt not reſpected by the Spanyards, for want of har- 
bors, and their better choice oft good land, and profit inthe maine, 
But Captaine Warner, having beene very familiar with Cantaine Pain- 
ton, in the Ams£on, hearing his information of this S*, Chr:ftopher: ; and 
having made a yearestryall,as itis ſaid, returned for England, toyning 
with Maſter Merifield, and his friends, got Letters Partents, from King 


| James, to plant and poſſeſſe it, Since then, the Right Honourable the 


Earlc of Carlile, hath got Letters Patrents alſo, not only of thar, but 
all che Caribes Iles about it, who is now chiefe Lord of them, and the 
Eezliſh his tenants, that doe poſlcfſe them ; over whom he appointeth 
ſuch Governours and Officers, as their affaires require z andalthough 
there be a great cuſtome impoſed upon them, conſidering their other 
charges, both to feed and maintaine themſelves ; yer there ts there, and 
now a going, neere upon the number of three thouſand people ; where 


by reaſon of the rockineſle and thickneſſe of the woods in the Ile, it is 
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difficult to paſſe, and ſuch a ſauffe of the Sea goerth on the Note, ron 
my berter detend, than fifty aflaule, In this Ilc are many ſprings, but 
yet water is ſcarce againe in wany places z the valeyes and ſides of the 
hills very fertile, but the mountaines harth, and ot a fulphurous compo 
f1tton ; a!l overgfowne with Palmetxs, Cotten trees, Lionum Vit.e, and die 
vers other ſorts, but none like any in Cir:/tendome, except thoſe carried 
thitherz the aire very pleaſant and healthtull, but exceeding Þot, yer ſo 
tempered with coole breaths, it feemcs very temperate to thei, that 
area litt]e uſed to it;the rrees being alwaics greene,the daies and nights 
alwayesvery ncereequallin length, alwaycs Summer ; only they have in 
their ſeaſons great guſts and raines, and fomrimes a Hericano, which is 


an overeroiwne, anda moſt violent ſtorme, 


In fome of thoſe Iles, are catteil, goats, and hogges, but here none 
but what they muſt carry ; Gwaxes they have, which 1s alittle harme=- 
Icfle beaft, like a Crokaged, or ligator, very tatand good mear, ſhe layes 
eagcs inthe ſand, as doth the Jand Crabs, which live here in abundance, 
like Conies in Boroughs, unlefle about Miy, when they come downe to 
the Sea fide, to lay in the fand, as the other ; and allthciregges are 
harcacd by the heat oftne Sunne, 

F:om May to September they have good ſtore of Tortaſſes, that come: 
out of the Sca to lay their egges in the ſand, and are hatched as the 
other; they will I:y halfea peckeata rime, and neere a buſhell ere they 
have done ; and are round like Tenis-balls : this filth is like veale in taſte, 
the far ofa browniſk colour, very good and wholſome, We ſecke them 
in the nights, where we finde them on ſhore, we turne them upon their 
backs, till che next day wefetch them home, for they can never returne 
themſelves, being ſo hard a cart may goe over them ; and fo bigee, one 
will ſuffice forty or filry men to dinner, Divers forts of ether f:ſh they 
have in abundance, and Prawnes moſt great and excellent, but none 


willkeepe ſweet fcarce twelve houres, 


he beſt and greateſt is a Paſſer Flaminga, which walking at her 
length is as tall asa man, Pgeons, and Tartle Doves in abvndance ; fome 
Parrots, wilde Hawkes, but divers other ſorts of £00d Sca fowle, whole 
names we know nor. A 

Caſ/ads is.a root planted in the ground, of a wonderfull increaſe, and 
will make very good white bread, but the Iuyce ranke poyſon, yet boy- 
led, better than wine ; Pozatos, Cabbages and Radi(þ plenty, 

Mayes, like the Yirgrmia wheat ; we have Pine-apples, neere ſobigge 
as an Hartichocke, but the moſt daintieſt taſte of any fruit ; Plantwair, 
an exccllent, and a moſ? increaſing fruit ; Apples, Prickell Pcares, and 
Peaſe, but differing all from ours, There is Pepper that groweth ina 
littlered huske, as bigge as a Walnut, about foure inches in length, 
bur the long cods are ſinall, and much ſtronger, and berterfor uſe, than 
thar from the Eaff Iudies, There is two ſorts of Cotten, the filke Cot- 
ren as in the Eaff Twdzes, groweth upon a ſmall ſtalke, as good for beds 
as downe ; the other upon a ſhrub, and beareth a cod bigger than a 
Walnut, full of Catten wooll: Anotto alſo groweth upon a (1;cub, with 
a cod like the other, and nine or ten ona bunch, full of Anotto, very

He Brbades lies Southweſt andby South, an hundred leagnes 

trom Saint Chriſtopbeys, threeſcore leagues Wett 'and Sourh 

from Tri»1dedo, and ſome fourcſcore leagues from Cape de Sals- 
ms, the next part of the maine, The firſt plariters brought thit! er y 
Captainc Henry Powel, were forty Engliſh, with leven or eight Negros; 
then he went to Diſacabain the maine,where he got thirty /ndrans, men, 
women, and children, of the Arawacos, encmics both to the Carzves, 
and the Syamiards, The Ile is moſt like a trizngle, cach fide forty or tifty 
miles ſquare, ſome exceeding great rocks, but the moſt part exccediny 
good ground; abounding with an infinite number of Swine, fome 
Turtles, and many ſorts of cxcellent fiſh 3 many great ponds wherein is 
Ducke and Mallard; exccllent clay for pots, wood and ſtone for buil- 


ding, and a ſpring neere the middeſt of the Ile of Birume, which is a 


liquid mixture like Tarre, that by the great rainesfalls from tlie tops of 
the mountaines, it floats upon the water in ſuch abundance, that dry- 
ing it», it rematnes like great rocks of pitch, and as good as pitch for 


any uſe, 

The Mancinell apple,js of a moſt pleafant ſweet ſmell, of the bigneſſe 
of a Crab, but ranke poyſon, yet the Swine and Birds have wit to ſhun 
it; great ſtore of exceeding great Locus trees, two or three fadome 
about, ofa great height, rhat beareth a cod full of meale, will m. ke 
bread in time ofneceſſity, A treelikea Pine, beareth a fruit ſo great as 
a Muske Melon, which hath alwayes ripe fruit, flowers, or greene fruir,

planting ; theI!e is overgrowne with wd or greatreeds, thoic wods 
wi.icharc ſoft arc exceeding light and full of pitch, and thoſe thar 
arc hard,arcto hard and great, they are as hard to cut as ſtone. 

Miter /ohn Powell came thither the fourth of Auguſt 1G27, wich 
forty five men, ' where we ſtayed three weeks, and then returning, lefr 
behind us about an hundred people, and his ſonne John Poxel tor his 
Depury,as Governour ; but there have becne ſo many fa&tions amongſt 
them, I cannot from ſo many variable relations give you any certainty 
for their orderly Government : for all. thoſe plenties, much miſery 
they have endured, in regard of their weakneſſe at their landing, and 
long {t :y without ſupplies z therefore thoſe thar goe thither, jt were 
good they carry good provition withthem ; but the Ile is moſt health- 
full, and all things planted doe increaſe abundantly : and by this time 
there is, and now a going, about thenumber of fifreene or ſixrecne 
tundred people, 

Sir |iliam Curtine, and Captaine Jobs Powell, were the firſt and chicfe - 
adventurers to the planting this fortunate Ile; which had beene of 
frequented by men of Varre to refreſh themſelves, and fer up their | 
ſhallops ; being fo farreremore from the reſt of the Iles, they never | 
were troubled with any of the 1ndzes, Harbours they have none, bur cx- 
cceding goodRodes, which with a ſmall charge might bce very well 
fortified z it doth ebbe and flow foure or five foor, and they cannor 
perceive there hath ever beene any Hericano in that lle,

him to be flaine z how his daughter Pocahontas ſaved his life,returned him to 
lames towne, releeved him and his famiſhed company, which was but cighe 
and thirty to poſſcſſe thoſe Iargedominions ; how he diſcovered all the fe-. 
verall nations,upon the riyers falling into the Bay of Chiſapeacke;ſtung neere 
to death with a moſt poyſoned taile of a fiſh called Stingray : how Powha-

forced thirty nine of thoſe kings to pay him centribution, ſubjected all the

dome of great Brzearne ; his fights with the Pirars, left aloneamongſt a 
many French men of VVarre, and his ſhip ran from him ; his Sea-fights for 
the French againft the Spaniards ; their bad uſage of him ; howin France in 
a lictle boathe c{caped them 3 was adrift all ſuch a ſtormy night ar Sea by 
himfelfe,/ when thirteenc French Ships were ſplit, or driven on ſhore by the 
[ic of Ree, the generall and moft of his men drowned, when God to whom 
be all honour and praiſe, brought him ſafe on ſhore co all their admirations 
that eſcaped; you may read at large in his generall hiſtory of Y:rermis, the 
Summer les, and New England.

S inall lands where there are many people,there are ſome theeves, ſo 
in all Seas much frequented, there are ſome pyrats; the moſt ancient 


within the memory of threeſcore yeares was one Callss, who moſt re» 


freſhed himſelfe upon the Coaſt of Wales ; Clinton and Parſſer his compani- 


ons, who grew famons, till Queene Elizabeth of blefled memory, hanged

them at Wapping; Flemmingwas as expert and as much fought tor as they, ver 
ſuch a friendro his Country,thar diſcovering the Spaniſh Armado,bhc volunt.. 


rily came to Plimeath,yeclded himſclfe freely ro myLord Ad:nirall,and gave 
him notice of the Spentards comming;which good warning came fo happily 
and uncxpectedly,that he had his pardon,& a good reward;fome few Pirars 
there then remained ; notwithſtanding it 15 incredible how mary g1eat ar:C 
rich pr zes the litt'e barques of the Weſt Country daily brought home, in 
regard of their ſmall charge ; for there are ſo many difhculrics 1 « great 
N.vy, by wind and weather, victuall, fickneſſe, lofing ar.d tindivg one anv- 
ther, they ſcldome defray halfe the charge: but for the grace, ſt:re, and de- 
fence of the Coaſt and narrow Seas, a great Navy is moſt neceſlary, but nor

to the purpoſe, 
After the death ofour moſt gracious Queene Elzzabeth,of bleſled memo- 


ry, our Royall King James, who from his infancy had reigned in peace with 
all Nations; had no imployment for thoſe ten of watre, fo that thote that 
wererich reſted with that they had; thoſe that were poore and had nothing 
but from hand to mouth, turned Pirars;ſome, becauſe they became fleighred 
of thoſe for whom they had got much wealth z fome, for that they could 
nor get their due ; ſome, that had lived bravely, would not abaſe themſelves 
to poverty ; ſome vainly, only to gera name ; others for revenge, cove- 
rouſnefſe, or as ill; and as they found themſelves more and more oppreſled, 
their paſſions increafing with diſcontent, made them turne Pirats, 

Now becauſe they grew hatcfull to all Chriſtian Princes, they retired to 
Barbary, where although there be not many good Harbours, but Taxis, 
Argier, Sally, Mamors, and Titnane, there are many convenicnt Rodes, 
or the open Seca, which is their chicte Lordſhip : For their beſt harbours 
Maſſalqueber, the townes of Oran, Mellils, Tanger, and Cuia, within the 
Srreights,are poſſeſſed by the Spanierds;wirhout the Streights they have al- 


ſo Arzela, and Magagan ; Mamors likewiſe they have lately taken, and forti- 

fied, Ward a poore Engliſh ſailer, and Dansker a Datchman, made firſt here 
their Marts,when the Moores knew ſcarce how tolaile a ſhip ; Biſbop was An- 
cient, and d:d little hurt ; but Eaffen gortfſomuch, as made himſcife a Mar- | 
queſ{c in Savoy ; ard Wardlived like a Baſhaw in Barbary ; thoſe were the 
fiſt chat raughtthe Aſoores to be men of warre, Genwings, Harris, Tompſon, 
and divers others, were taken in Ireland, a Coaſt they much frequented, and : 
died at Wapping. Hewes, Bough, Smith, Walſingam,E lis Colitns, Saukwell, Wol-

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liſlone, Barrow, wilſon, Sayres, and divers others, all theſe were Captaincs a- : 
mongſt the P;rats, whom King James merciſully pardoned ; and was it not | 
ſtrayge,a few of theſe ſhould command the Seas, Notwithſtanding the Ma. : 


teſe;, tie Pope, Florentines, Genoeſes, French, Dutch, and Engliſh, Gallics, and | 
Men of VVarre, they would rob before their faces, and even at their owne |

they had yery good ſhips, and well manned, bur commonly io ſucÞ faRions
